Construction of two new
elementary school plants,
additional classrooms at 12
existing schools, and various
alterations and improve-
ments at many other schools
are among projects which

will be constructed with
bond issue funds in this
area,

The alterations and im-

provement projects include

remodeling of offices for
classrooms, replacement of
outmoded equipment, as-

phaltic concrete paving at
several schools, adding stor-
age building to some cam-
puses, improvement of light-
ing and acoustical facilities
in older classrooms, and
ground improvements.

“The harbor and south
areas of our school system
are among the fastest grow-
ing in the entire district.
Passage of this bond issue
will provide the school sys-
tem with our minimum

years,” Superintendent
|Crowther stated.
' PROJECTS

“In making up the list of
projects which will comprise
the bond . issue, we limited
our considerations primarily
to the construction of addi-
(tional schools and class-
rooms, plus the improve-
ment of existing plants,”
the superintendent added,

Before receiving unani-
mous approval from the
City Board of Education, the
two bond proposals had un-
dergone six months of
thorough preparation, eval-
uation and research by the
system’s schoolhouse plan-|
ning division.

The 51 projects which will
arise in the harbor and south
areas are part of $44,400,000
which are specifically ear-
marked for elementary
school construction

Boulevard south to San Pe-|dents will be built with the

funds which Los Angeles
School System voters are
being asked to approve in
Propositions A and B.

Two new schools will be
constructed in this area, A
site north of the present Bo-
nita School will be located
near theintersection of
Perry and 197th St. Another

future school will be con-
structed in the area north
of the present Normont

School in the vicinity of
242nd St. and President Ave.
“We have carefully weigh-
ed the value of every project
in this proposal,” stated Sup-
erintendent Crowther. “All
projects which are in the|
program have met these cri-|
teria: absolute need for en-|
rollment growth; conducting|
mandatory programs con-|
trolled by health, fire and|
